porch  of  her  home  in  Llmona,  n.orida,  a bright,  shining  and  flaming  object  in  ihe  sky* 
This  object  was  estimated  to  be  rnywhere  from  one-half  mile  to  five  miles  away  when 
first  sigiited*  (Mot  knowing  the  size  of  the  object  she  ras  unable  to  nu:ke  a good 
estimate  of  the  distance).  VDien  first  sirhted  the  object  was  shining  thre. -?h  the 
tree  tops  but  later  rose  to  an  an.  le  of  abo' t twenty  degrees  above  the  horizon  te  ore 
dropping  again  to  dirapiear  behind  the  horizon. 

It  was  in  sight  for  approximately  fifteen  minutes  and  had  the  appearance  of  sn 
extremely  bright  ir.oo;i  with  a rag  «d  flaming  border  but  was  rot  so  bright  as  to  blind 
the  observer*  The  flaming  border  seemed  to  droop  at  the  bottom,  forming  a short 
ragged  tall-like  effect*  T.hen  first  seen  It  appeared  to  be  about  the  size  of  a dinner 
plate.  V/lien  last  seen,  after  it  had  moved  some  distance  away,  it  appeared  to  be  abc  t 
the  size  of  a tea  saucer* 

The  object  was  first  sighted  to  the  west  of  the  observer  behind  tree  lops,  it 
then  rose  with  a quivering  motion  to  about  the  height  of  a fourteen-story  b\ilding. 
Then  It  moved  slowly  back  and  forth,  up  and  down,  and  from  side  to  side  with  an 
Irregular  q Ivering  motion,  working  its  way  toward  the  west  to  eventually  disappear 
below  the  horizon*  Tho  movements  were  not  rapid* 

There  was  no  evidence  of  a trail  or  exhaust*  No  smoko  and  no  odor*  There  were 
no  clouds,  haze,  or  smoke  reportedly  by  the  observer* 

The  object  shone  with  a steady  light  for  the  entire  period  of  observation. 

There  were  no  apparent  means  of  support,  propulatlon,  or  control*  There  were
